THE CHRISTIAN PRIESTHOOD.—AN ORDINATION SERMON. 
(Concluded from page 74.) 


Such being the case, the office and duty of Priests is consistently 
drawn out in the Ordinal. And the text is as essential a part of the 
ritual for their ordination, as it was of the consecration of the Apos- 
tles. And the moment that a ministry successfully explodes the 
priestly idea, it is no longer a true representation of Christ ; inas- 
much as it does not represent the one idea of atonement by sacri- 
fice and priestly intercession, which of all others distinguishes 
Christianity. * Does not history furnish a luminous commen- 
tary upon thismatter? Wherever men have lost this idea,—as in 
Geneva, Germany, and some parts of New-England,—they have 
rejected the priestly office of Christ. And whenever they have 
retained it, and much in the degree, according to which they re- 
tained it, they still hold sound doctrine on the atonement. The 
particularst of the office for ordination, are illustrations of my 
general proposition. The duty ofa Priest is: 

I. “ To minister doctrine’’—i. e. to preach the Gospel of the for- 
giveness of sins, by the sacrifice of the one High Priest: ‘Go ye 
into all the world and preach the Gospel to every creature.” The 
very terms in which they utter it, are terms of a sacerdotal service. 
Their cry is—“ There is an altar of propitiation—believe in it: 
there is a “laver filled with blood—be sprinkled with it.” But 
where is that altar? Is it a past fact only? Is it a mere point of 
time, to which men are to strain an intense attention, and so receive 
the blessing? The past is dead: we may not exhume it. It is

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to a Mediator “that ever liveth to make intercession for us,’ 
It is to an altar, not on the page of the Evangelist, but in heaven 
before God, where the propitiation ceases not, ¢ that we call 
on men to look with faith. || And whether the earthly Priest 
may be thought only to point thither by authority, or to perform 
with earthly symbols certain essentials to this faith, he is the 
earthly object, by contact with which, whether in preaching or in 
sacramental actions, the faith is born, by which, God blessing it, 
forgiveness of sins is ensured. Thus the Christian ministry is mid- 
way between the Jewish§ and the celestial service. It finds its 
pattern in both. Born out.of the former, as that was modelled by 
the “image of the heavenly,” it represents, in living acts and sym- 
bols, the mysterious deeds done in the presence and bosom of the 
adorable Trinity. And the Christian Priest “ ministers doctrine,” 
not more by his words, than by the fact of his being a representa- 
tive of the great Head of the Church. For grant but a man au- 
thorized to stand in Christ’s stead,* in declaring the terms of 
salvation, and it matters little in comparison what or how eloquently 
he teaches, so it be truth. The fact of his mission should be his 
most eloquent appeal. The sum of John the Baptist’s preaching 
as recorded, was, “ I amthe voice of Elias, the forerunner of the 
Christ”: and the eloquence which drew all Judeato the banks of 
the Jordan, was, that he preached, by virtue of his office, “ the 
remission of sins.” So, Brethren, while worldly men throng the 
eloquent and the graceful, it is the blessing of the ministry that the 
true believeris ever warmedand filled with the comforting assurance 
of a lawful priesthood. We may wear, intellectually, the rude 
garb of the son of Zacchary. Let us claim with him to be “the 
voice of one” greater than Elias; and see to it, that we utter that 
voice clearly and freely, without fear or favor. And our eloquence, 
though unnoticed and unknown in anniversaries and tabernacles, 
will thrill the hearts of the faithful, will call in the trembling sin- 
ner, and will bring us cheering echoes from the world where angels 
will be the enraptured auditors of our efforts. 

II. The duty of the Priest 1s to ‘ minister the sacraments.” In | 
these he stands, preéminently,as the official representative of Christ. 
He takes the child in his arms inits infancy. He registers for it a 
claim to the atonement. Surely he does not save it, for he is a 
manandasinner. No one of us can make atonement for his own 
soul, much less for another’s. But can any one who receives the

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form of sound words, which we use in common, doubt that he per- 
forms for and upon the child, a priestly act? We may doubt the 
extent of the influence of the act, but we cannot doubt the kind. 
He gives ita claim upon the great charter of salvation by the for- 
giveness of sins.* And if the Anabaptist pushes us at any time, 
we all answer together, that he does it by right of that text, which 
says, “ Suffer the little children to come unto Me,”t Taking them, 
therefore, into his arms, we claim that he fulfils this command ; 
and we thus confess that he stands for the time being as the earthly 
simulacrum of the great High Priest. On this point I believe we are 
all agreed; and if we would keep it more constantly in view, as being 
the point of unity, we might find our other differences to be “ not 
convenient.” The very words of the act of baptism manifest the 
same fact: “ I baptize thee.” Itis not said the Saviour does it, 
but the individual, He does it not in his own right, but as a repre- 
sentative, acting in the forgiveness of sins, for the unseen but verily 
present Lord. f 

In the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper,§ the Priest is taught

These are Liturgical expressions used before God in the name and presence of 
the people. The Doctrinal statements are as lucid: Art. XXVIII. Art. XXV. 
The degree of power therefore, committed to the ministry, may be judged by any 
man who compares with the above declarations, those which solemnly confine 
the administration of the Sacraments to the Kpiscopally ordained ministry. (See 
Preface to Ordinal. Art. XXIII; while other articles and expressions of the Litur- 
ey and Offices protest abundantly against the errors of Rome.)—Hooker, Ecc. 
Pol, book vi. chap. vi. 10. Book y. chap. lvii. 2, 3. 
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to use the form of words of the Lord Himself, as being then the 
representative of the present Saviour. And while I have no sym- 
pathy with the wordy disputes upon this act, | envy not the man 
who can perform the act, without one thought of the solemn office 
and relations that he then holds. He may reduce his theory to the 
simplest idea of the actual presence of Christ, in no other manner 
than He is ever present among His followers: or he may dread 
the reverent* feeling which half tempts him to vail his eyes before 
the elements, lest he be profane; but he cannot if he have imagi- 
nation, much less can he if he have faith, rid himself of an awful 
sense of the fact, that he has been consecrated from among men, thus 
“toshew the Lord’s death till he come.”t He must feel that he 
has not been so solemnly placed there only to enact a drama, but that 
in some way,{ he then, in faith, puts his finger upon the very pulse 
which once thrilled with the agonies of the great sacrifice for sins. 

Ill. The duty of the Priest is to “ mnister the discipline of 
Christ.’ The word discipline has become very partial in its mean- 
ing. It seems now to have an antagonistic or punitive sound, as 
if it signified only the censures of the Church. It signifies rather 
the whole duty of edifying and perfecting the company of Chris- 
tian disciples. Its proper meaning is, ‘to teach, to treat as a dis-

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ciple, to train up to learning or knowledge—in good conduct and 
all good habits—to regulate, direct, and chastise.”* Hence Wick- 
liffe translated Phil. iv. 8, ‘‘ If ony virtu, if ony preising of disci- 
pline, thénke ghe these thingis.”’ The original commission reads 
properly : ‘‘ Go—make disciples of all nations.”t To Peter, it 
was again given in the words: “ Feed my sheep.”’{ And in the 
Apostolic writings, it appears constantly as embracing the whole 
care of the Church, from the first preaching of the Gospel to the 
edification of the household of faith, in the perfection of the image 
of Christ. Discipline requires the Priest to feed the flock of God, 
which is committed to him—* Taking the oversight thereof, not by 
‘‘ constraint, but willingly ; not for filthy lucre, but of a ready 
‘‘ mind; neither as being lords over God’s heritage, but being 
“ ensamples to the flock.”’||_ It commands him not only “ to warn 
“them that are unruly,” but also “ to comfort the feeble-minded : 
“ to support the weak, and be patient toward all men.”§ Not only 
must he exhort and rebuke with all authority, and dare to stop the 
mouths of “ the vain talkers and deceivers” who abound, suffering 
‘no man to despise him for his office sake, but he must instruct in 
all meckness ; he must build inall patience ; he must show himself 
in all consistency, a pattern of good works,’’4] that he may not only 
command but attract the confidence of his flock. “ Pastors and 
“teachers” were given, not to indulge the pride of the heart, giving 
room in the Church for the vain distinctions of rank and place; but 
“for the work of the ministry, for the edifying of the body of 
“ Christ, till we all come in the unity of faith, and knowledge of the 
‘Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto the measure of the stature 
‘ofthe fulness of Christ, . . . and grow up into Him in all things 
“which is the Head, even Christ.”** And the specific duties 
charged upon him by the ritual, are not only to “ banish and drive 
“away from the Church all erroneous and strange doctrines contrary 
“ to God’s Word,” but to “ use public and private monitions and ex- 
‘ hortations, as well to the sick as to the whole,’—*“to teach; to 
“ premonish ; to feed and provide for the Lord’s family ; to seek for 
‘‘ Christ’s sheep, that are dispersed abroad, and for his children, who 
‘‘are in the midst of this naughty world, that they may be saved 
‘« through Christ forever.’”*+ His work is to watch the first dawn- 
ing of intellect and grace in the child, and to cherish it into vigo- 
rous and healthy growth. His delight is to build up the minds of 
his flock in the faith—to be their counsellor, their guide, their 
friend, on the narrow path which leadeth to everlasting life. His 
pattern is the Lord Jesus. His duty is direct imitation ot Him, 
that he may reflect the light of His character. His delight is to 
impart all that he can to his own people of Christian grace and 
knowledge. His duty is to be with them in all situations, as the 
ambassador, the almoner, and the Priest of the Lord Jesus. He

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blesses for them the relations of life.** He bathes the sin-born 
brow of the babe for the rejoicing parents. He binds their vows 
of love. He points out to them the dangers and delights of the 
Christian walk. And, when death at last overtakes them, he brings 
dD 
them the last peiédlabions of earth. Thus the Priest hails the first 
dawn of the soul, and, whether by the bedside of the dying peni- 
tent, or in ‘** the dhamber where a good man meets his fate,” he 
stands,f the last to bless him, ere the soul departs to a realm, 
where shadows and sacraments—where clouds and darkness— 
waese sighing and sorrows cease—a land where earthly offices 
give place to ‘the presence of Him, Who, in the celestial hierarchy, 
is High Priest forever after the order of “an unchangeable priest- 
hood.” Like the faithful Pastor of the poet’s dream, his duty is— 


‘‘ Prompt at every call 
To watch, to weep, to pray, to feel for all, 
Totry each art, reprove each dull delay, 
Allure te brighter worlds and lead the way.” 


Finally, Brethren, if this be the office, thus to stand in Christ’s 
stead, to be a “* Minister, watchman and steward of the Lord,’ with 
the solemn words of the text upon his head as his consecration— 
with the fearful duty of a Minister in the one mighty, yea, most 
mighty of all matters to us—the remission of sins—as his responsi- 
bility, his mission, his sole work, and his hope of reward; you 
will pardon me, that I leave the remaining items of the Rukrw to 
your own meditations. If the Priesthood has never been wanting 
in the revealed religion; if the universal race of mankind has ever 
said to certain men - «Speak thou with us and we will fhear;” if 
the prompting of Ein heart has been met by the condescension of 
the Almighty, | by appointing certain men to officiate in holy things; 
if the scriptural is a priestly religion; if the Catholic has always 
been a priestly religion; if the very world of light, which once 

ave to Moses the pattern of revelation, has been Rowe by St. John 
the last Christian seer, as formed iad revealable by priestly lan- 
guage and symbols,—then it needs no words of mine to shew how | 
necessary is this order to the Church of Christ, or how the Christian 

eople should esteem those who are employed i init. If I have 
interpreted rightly the voice of Scripture and the Church; if I 
comprehend nightly the justice of both, which, in giving responsi- 
bility, give also power to bear that responsibility ; - if I understand 
the service which contains in it the awful exhortation to duties, 
under which the heart of the stoutest may well quail, and uses 
words of ordination to them, which, if there be truth and honor on 
earth, are most solemnly and everlastingly true; if the grace of 
Christ is indeed promised to give us heart and courage to bear 
these burdens, and to succeed in these duties ;§ then the Church 
cannot be without, nay, cannot lose the reverent idea of her priestly 
function without unfaithfulness and loss. Is not the world full of

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examples of this truth? Yea, is not the Church now rising in all 
her parts, to battle the Gog and Magog powers of infidelity on this 
one theme? Let it be said that I exalt my office.* Be itso. I 
do. But I remind you that he who, in this country, exalts this 
office, must expec* to depress himself. The land is against it. Let 
him whisper that there is no such power; that the mission of the 
poor Priest is to labor, and toil, and starve, as they are doing on 
every hand; but let him not, as he values the world’s smile, let him 
not claim a right to remit or retain, or by authority in any way to 
mediatet as the servant of the Mediator for sins, or he must expect 
the old, the ceaseless warfare of the world and unbelief against 
the faith and the Church. But, Brethren, the individual is of no 
importance. The only question is,—Is there a Priesthood? The 
Church says there is. We shall see this day her actual faith in its 
existence. Has it powers to bless you? She exhorts her Priests to- 
day to believe in and rightly use such powers. Is it a representative 
body of the High Priest The whole Christian past answers, yea. 
May this body cease not. And, oh, may it never fail to lean upon 
the arm of the Almighty forsupport. We have no other—we need 
no other. We claim no power over the Church as ‘ lords of the 
heritage.’ We ask no right to deceive the reason of men, or to 
demand an implicit faith in our words. We are not the sources 
of an infallible authority—we are sinners—we are weak, and have 
many, too many of the frailties of men. But we ask the right to 
stand where God has put us, as the “ messengers, watchmen, and 
stewards of the Lord.”” Weask the right to be the servants of all, 
as our Lord was before us. We ask the right to continue to our 
posterity, a Priesthood intact and honorable. This we must do. 
The world would smile upon the Church, if she would bate these 
claims, if she would say to the hosts of other names—“there is no 
ordered and Apostolic Priesthood ;” if she would confess that she 
keeps this form of words, only as a tribute of respect to the anti- 
quated notions of the past. Butno! We give no such indulgence. 
We claim an office, and we must claimit. Hither we are engaged 
in solemn and serious work, or we are engaged in the most pitiable 
duty of any men of this nineteenth century. In an evil age, we 
are engaged to bear aloft the idea of Christian unity by a bodily 
uity, through the earthly Priesthood to the one High Priest, by

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whom we receive salvation.* These are not ancient and seemly 
forms, which have lost their meaning with the progress of the 
age.t More than ever is it necessary that the Church retain them 
unchangeu. They bear their witness to the age of ideas, which are 
essential to all faith and hope. Let us be cheered with the convie- 
tion that they are God’s own institutions, and with His promise, 
that the “ gates of hell shall never prevail against them,” yea, with 
the certain hope, that to the last Priest of the apostolic line, even as 
to the original twelve, the words of His ordination shall be— 
+‘ Whose soever sins ye remit, they are remitted unto them, and 
whose soever sins ye retain, they are retained.”’ 

And to you, Brethren, who have now “ purchased to your- 
selves a good degree,” suffer me to hope that you can add to 
it the other gift mentioned by the Apostle—namely, ‘‘ great bold- 
ness in the faith which is in Christ Jesus.’ { To you there 
comes perhaps no more solemn day, this side of the last day 
of life. You receive responsibilities and assume vows this day, 
which will color all days, which will follow you to the day of days, 
and then vitally affect the everlasting destinies of your souls, Rise 
then above the age and its passions and prejudices, its high and its 
low, its falsehoods and its half-truths, and view your office as ma- 
king you by all the solemn words of investiture, that it is possible to 
employ, to be * Priests of the Most High God.”$ You are to 
serve at an earthly tabernacle in a higher sphere than Melchisedec 
of Salem—than Moses, than Aaron. They offered the blood of 
bulls and goats, and served the typical ordinances which St. Paul 
declared inferior to the Christian covenant, even as legal purity

Brownell’s 
Com. Pr. Book. Supposing the good Bishop to mean by “ figurative senses,” 
spiritual, that 1s, real though invisible, (else he must mean by the word, unreal, 
thus opening a way to what is worse than superstition, namely, skepticism.) the 
author trusts that he differs in no great measure from these expressions of one, 
who though not the greatest, intellectually, was one of the wisest in his day and 
generation, and to whom, after Bishop Seabury of Connecticut, the Church was 
indebted for establishment, by the Diyine blessing, in this Western land. 


t 1 Tim. iii, 13, § Heb. vii, 1. 
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was of less value than a “ heart sprinkled from an evil conscience.’’* 
“You are to serve the Altar of the Most High,’’t in a vastly—yea, 
in the most—important concern of the soul here on earth, in the 
matter of the forgiveness of sins. To you the Bishop uses this 
text; and your lives must be the comment upon it. The exact 
degree of power, the perfect weight of authority to a scruple, you at 
least will spare me from deciding. They are matters for the po- 
lemic or the dreamer in divine things. But we have to do with 
facts. We have no time to dream or to strive. And when I look 
upon them and upon you, I feel that these things must be 
weighed, not by the balances of the carnal mind, much less by the 
balances of a carnal ease, but by the prayer-sought decisions of faith 
and everlasting truth. You are now, for the time, the objects of 
the most solemn prayers of the Church, “ere yet,” as Keble 
hath it,— 





“The pure high-breathed lay, 
‘Come Holy Ghost our souls inspire,’ 
Rise floating on its dove-like way.”’ 


To you is now to be committed the right to do works, which, if 
done faithfully, angels might covet. I have plead for your office, 
not that [ would claim an arbitrary power over others, but only 
that we may feel that we have the right and the mission to do what 
itis made our duty to do. Nor will I exhort you in the matters of 
your preparation, to bid you be prudent, diligent, faithful and mind- 
ful of the end of your labors. ‘‘ We have good hope that you have 
well weighed these things long before this time, and have deter- 
mined by God’s grace,” accordingly. Nor do I take the more 
agreeable path of holding up to you the “walk and conversation”’ 
of the faithful Pastor. This also you must have seen and weighed. 
I simply welcome you to our ranks—thin and few they are, with no 
earthly power to stimulate your carnal ambition; with no earthly 
wealth to excite an emotion of unchastened desire. The greatest 
among us, is literally the servant ofall. The best of us, is he that can 
most meekly endure, most patiently dare to do his duty. I can 
wish for you no higher advowson than the willing spirit to do your 
Master’s work, in good report or evil report, in poverty or in wealth; 
to be faithful to God’s truth, on the one side, at all costs; to God’s 
poor, on the other at any self-denial. I can ask for you no higher 
praise than his, of whom, in his pastoral care, a poor-committee com- 
plained, “ That they could find no house where the poor or the sick 
were, but that he had been before them, and relieved their wants.” 
I pray for youno better crown of rejoicing, to foreshadow for you 
that “crown which fadeth not away,” than the blessings and prayers 
of many whom you have guided away from their sins; many, to 
whom you have spoken words of pardon and peace; many, in 
whom you have been the means of rousing the faith that conquers 
all things: The practical duties of the office are learned by prac- 
tice, and by the counsels of your older brethren. But of all this

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you areaware. It has been my object to impress the character of 
the office. It is a priesthood, representative of the priesthood of 
Christ. It receives from Him power, whereby “in Christ’s stead,” 
you may exhort men to be reconciled to God ; and, when they listen, 
seal for them the covenant of reconciliation. It bestows on you the 
power to receive the sinner into the unity of the Church, or to re- 
ject the reprobate: to offer the holy pledges of Christ’s presence 
to the worthy believer, or to repel the unworthy and rebellious : to 
give benediction upon the “ sacramental host of God’s elect”: to 
hallow the various relations of life: to stand by the bedside of the 
dying, and support them through the dark valley : in a word, to 
teach, to guard, to discipline the souls of men in all holy things; 
to do Christ’s own work on the earth. To do this, you must be 
holy and Christ-like yourselves. Todo this, you must feel your 
own nothingness—must lose sight of self, in the great and exalting 
belief that Christ stoops to make you His instruments, and to speak 
by you to his faithful people the words of blessing and peace. | 
do not bid you speak often of these things, for it is better quietly, 
firmly, and constantly to act upon them. Let the light shine by 
realizing the character, the responsibilities, and the office of the 
true Priest. You are like watchmen, watching in the dark night 
the signs of the coming Lord. The night is dark—the hostile 
forces of unbelief are many and subtle. They will seek to lure or 
daunt you into surrendering the truth, and succumbing to their un- 
believing ways. Butoh, be faithful, be faithful. Watch and pray, 
if you would conquer. Be true to your office, and you will bless 
the Church and yourselves. The timeis short. A few more years 
and the issues o1 this day will be sealed for you forever. Let it 
be sealed for your everlasting joy. Let many souls, polished by 
your efforts into jewels for the Saviour’s crown, testify to your 
fidelity—and when this earthly toil is ended, we shall join the bles- 
sed company of the perpetual priesthood, who have carried, from 
age to age, the ceaseless liturgy of the Church. We shall depart 
to meet Him, Who, from the foundation of the world, until the last 
sinner shall be eonverted, the last saint perfected, has never left 
Himself without priestly witnesses, that He has granted unto men, 
the forgiveness of sins. 

Brethren, our prayers, our earnest wishes are for you this day, 
that you may be blessed and faithful in your Ministry. And to 
you, as brethren known and beloved, we give a hearty welcome to 
this office. And to Him, Who, having ascended up on high, hath 
given such gifts unto men; to Him, with the Father, and the Holy 
Spirit, be rendered all praise, might, majesty and dominion, now 
and evermore. Amen.

We cheerfully insert the following report of the Managers of the “Episcopal Female 
Bible, Prayer Book and Tract Society of Charleston.’”” We have read it with much in- 
terest, and yet not without pain. That they have, with but limited means, been ena- 
bled to distribute, during the past year, fifty-eight Bibles, sixty-five Testaments, 
five hundred and six Prayer Books and five thousand five hundred and ninety 
Tracts, is an evidence that they have uot been idle in the good work in which they 
have been engaged. But it is painful to realize that their limited means have been an 
obstacle to more extended usefulness. Their distribution of the Holy Scriptures has 
been small; but this is easily accounted for by the fact that other active and valuable 
associations have superseded the necessity of their doing more in this field of labour. 
Their chief work is the supplying the demands for the Prayer Book, and for Tracts 
whose teaching runs parallel with that of our own form of doctrine and discipline. 
These demands are continually increasing, and unless the means of the Society also in- 
crease, they will be compelled refuse aid to those who claim it at their hands. When 
we call to mind that this is the only Prayer Book Society in the Diocese which is doing 
any thing for the diffusion of this the best Commentary on the Scriptures,—for the Ad- 
vancement Society confines its labours almost entirely to the supply of Missionaries— 
we cannot but ask in amazement, Why is not every member of the Church a member 
also of this Society? The subscription, one dollar per annum, is so small, that it surely 
cannot be beyond the power of the most limited means to contribute; and yet, thirteen 
members have withdrawn from the society during the last year. Why is this? It has 
been said that some of the Tracts distributed are not approved of. Amid the variety of 
opinions which, on points not essential, are tolerated in the Church, it cannot be expect- 
ed that all should agree. We do not find that even the primitive followers of our Lord, 
though they were * of one heart and one soul,’ and “ continued stedfastly in the Apos- 
tles’ doctrine and fellowship,” were yet of the same opinion on all points, even those 
which had been decided by the first general Council in Jerusalem, where inspired 
Apostles, under the guidance of the Holy Spirit, came to a unanimous decision. 
All of the Tracts published by this Society have been approved by the Bishops who 
have presided over us for the last twenty-five years ; and even supposing, which we 
cannot grant, that a few of them contain sentiments which sOme must necessarily 
disapprove of, yet none of the members need be instrumenta! in distributing such 
Tracts. In drawing from the Society the publications to which they are entitled, 
they may confine themselves to the distribution of the Bible and Prayer Book, and 
of such Tracts as they can approve. We -earnestly entreat the members of the 
Church not to refuse their aid to, and active co-operation in this good work. The 
Church is beginning a work in our upper country, and especially among the poor, 
which will occasion large demands for the Prayer Book and for suitable Tracts. Shall 
the Managers be compelled to turn a deaf ear to these claims? We trust not. We 
must believe that it is only necessary to make it known that destitute and newly formed. 
Churches are in need of Prayer Books and Tracts, to have every member of the Church 
ready to contribnte. The best way to do so is by becoming a member of the Society . 
The Annual subscription is one dollar. Ten dollars paid at one time, will constitute 
he donor a member for life. Subscriptions will be received by the Treasurer or any 
other officer of the Board of Managers, whose names we annex to their report. We 
commend the Society to the prayers and alms of all Churchmen, of every shade of 
opinion.—-Eds. Gos. Messenger. 

REPORT. 
The silent lapse of time has brought us to the twenty-fifth An niver- 
sary of the « Episcopal Female Bible, Prayer-Book and Tract Society. 
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For a quarter of a century, this Society has been engaged, steadily 
and unostentatiously, in the good work of circulating, to the extent 
which its means permitted, the volume of Revelation, the Book of 
Common Prayer, and such Tracts as were judged by the Bishop of the 
Diocese, to be conducive to general instruction and edification. It 
could not be reasonably expected that the Managers or the Members 
of this Society should be generally able to see the results of their ef- 
forts to scatter the seed of saving truth. In a few instances only, as 
is evidenced by the reports of former years, they have been allowed to 
know certainly, from the grateful acknowledgments of those whom they 
have benefitted, that their labor was not in vain in the Lord. But itis 
to be hoped, gratifying as such a knowledge is, that they did not need 
it as an inducement to persevere in the work which they had under- 
taken. They were already aware that the Christian is called upon to 
walk by faith, not by sight ; and though none of them should ever 
hear what advantage had followed the gift of a Bible, a Prayer-Book, 
ora Tract, they knew that the promise was sure; ‘ As the rain com- 
eth down and the snow from heaven, and returneth not thither, but 
watereth the earth, and maketh it bring forth and bud, that it may give 
seed to the sower and bread to the eater ; so shall my word be that 
goeth forth out of my mouth: it shall not return unto me void, but it 
shall accomplish that which I please, and it shall prosper in the work 
whereto I sent it.” Small as may have been the resources of the So- 
ciety, and quiet as has been its course, none can doubt that it has 
been the instrument, in the hands of the Giver of all good, of much 
spiritual benefit to many who are now living, and to many who have 
have finished their course. It is not always the society whose means 
are most ample, and whose public celebrations are attended with the 
greatest eclat, that effect the largest amount of good. 


“Stillest streams, 
Oft water fairest meadows ; and the bird 
Which flutters least, is longest on the wing.” 


For the asssurances which they have occasionally received that a 
favor from on high has been vouchsafed to them, the Managers of this 
Society desire to be devoutly thankful; yet they would wish to 
find incitement sufficient for a cheerful discharge of their duty, in the 
conviction that they are doing the work of their Heavenly Father, and 
that His sure and gracious promise is pledged for their success. 

It has been their mournful task, since the last anniversary, to place 
upon their records another memorial of one of their fellow-managers. 
Death has again visited them. 

At the regular monthly meeting, on the 5th of last March, they had 
occasion to insert in their Minutes an expression of sorrow at the unex- 
pected death of the Librarian of their Society, The following entry 
was accordingly made: ‘Since our last meeting for the transaction of 
business, it has pleased our Heavenly Father to take from us our eS- 
teemed friend and Librarian, Miss Jane M. Pinckney. In the midst of 
life we are in death. While actively engaged in works of charity and 
usefulness, she was suddenly called to her great account. May we 
be warned by this afflictive dispensation of Divine Providence, to be 
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faithful in the performance of our duties: whatever our hands find to 
do, may we do it with our might, inasmuch as the night will soon 
come to each of us, whenno mancan work.” It was thereupon 

Resolved, That we deeply sympathise with the bereaved Mother 
and family of our deceased friend and Librarian, and that we will ever 
cherish a grateful remembrance of her kind and courteous demeanor 
towards us while associated with us. 

Resolved further, That a copy of these proceedings be sent to the 
family of Miss Pinckney.” 

It is a very obvious but a very cheering consideration that they 
who, while they persevere with uniform fidelity in the discharge of 
those trusts which are imposed by the various relations of man on 
earth, yet set their affections more and more, as Christians should, 
on things above, are privileged to see the faithful departed by the eye 
of faith—to see them as those who have gone a little while before 
them to be with Christ. Thus they become richer in spiritual trea- 
sures, while to the eye of sense, they are losing more. A period ar- 
rives to many of us when the friends who have left us bear a large 
proportion to those who remain, or even perhaps outuumber them. 
Sad as such a reflection is to the children of this world, it is not sel- 
dom a source of holy joy to the children of light. Such are encour- 
aged in the toils of their pilgrimage by reflecting upon the increasing 
company of the blessed who are at rest, and who are waiting for them. 
May the Managers and Members of this Society continue to feel this 
happy influence operating upon them during the remainder of their 
course, 

Since the last Anniversary there have been eleven regular meetings 
of the Board. Unfavorable weather prevented the Managers from at- 
tending a special meeting which had been called on the 19th of March, 
at the Sunday School of St. Philip’s Church. The largest attend- 
ance at any of the regular meetings during the past year was 12, the 
smallest 5, the number required by the rules of the Society to consti- 
tute a quorum. Shortly after the last Anniversary meeting Mrs. 
Gadsden was chosen a directress in place of Mrs Barnwell, who had 
resigned ; and Miss H. Sewell was chosen a Manager. 

Miss Bonneau has consented to take charge of the Library, and she 
will enter on her office as Librarianin July next. In the interval Mrs. 
Gervais and Miss Gadsden have the care of the books, which remain 
in the Sunday School at present. The distribution of Books and Tracts 
during the past year has been as follows : 
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A few Bibles and Testaments have been sold, but by far the larger 
proportion has been gratuitously disposed of, where the need was ap- 
parent, 

Since the last Anniversary, thirteen Members have withdrawn, and 


five have died. Seven annual Members have been added, and five 
Life Members. 
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In conclusion, the Managers would ask the prayers of the Members 
of the Church, that a blessing may still attend the Society, and that 
its efficiency may be increased by an increase in the numbers and in 
the liberality of its Members.

CHURCH HOME. 

The second Anniversary of the Cuurcn Home was celebrated, on the afternoon of 
St. Barnabas’ Day, at St. Michael’s Church in this City. The service was read by the 
Vice-President of the Council, and a discourse of great interest and power was delivered 
by the Rev. Cuarves H. Hatt, Rector of St. John’s Church, John’s Island. The text 
was the ninth verse of the 146th Psalm, and the principal topic discussed by the preacher 
was the objection sometimes made to such institutions as the Church Home, that they 
might “in time run tmto the errors of the Romish Conventual system.” In order to 
combat this objection, he called attention to what might be considered four great evils 
of that system: Ist. Those corruptions arising from a forced celibacy; 2d. The com- 
bination for certain party views ; 3d. The giving undue power into the hands of the 
clergy; and 4th. The danger of its inmates receiving false views of life. Each of 
these he compared with the probable developments of the Church Home, and clearly 
proved that the dangers apprehended for this charitable institution were altogether im- 
aginary. We hope, at some future day, to spread this excellent discourse on the pages 
of our Journal. In the mean time we cannot refrain from here inserting a few senten- 
ces to which our hearts gave a full response. 

“Of the influence of parties in it, I can say nothing, as that is not 
an error peculiar to Rome. But there is one party to which I say 
“God speed’’—no matter what is its name—and that is the workig 
party inthe Church. Of talking parties and quarrelling parties we 
have enough. Let us have a party which will work for Christ, and 
work with its whole soul, ina Scriptural way ; and that party we will 
all join....... It may be that error will again devastate our Church : 
and where now our sober and comely worship ascends from the grate- 
ful widow and orphan, the follies of socialism or the mummeries of 
Mariolatry may beheard. If so, God have mercy on us, and on them 
by whom the evil change is made. But one thing I venture to fore- 
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cast—that fifty years from now, men, thoughtful men, poor men, suf- 
fering and penitent men will turn from the most approved system of 
logical divinity, to ask, Where is the working party in the Church t 
They will repudiate all wordy arguments and loud sounding boasts, 
to ask, Where are those, whose argument, written all over their indi- 
vidual, social and Churchly life, is ‘By their works shall ye know 
them.’....-- Let us join this party to day. And when our other di- 
visions will be of little worth, we shall be crowned with the approval 
of Him Who on earth set us this example, and gave the original of this 
system of charity in the Epistles of St. Paul.” 

3 After the sermon, the report of the Council, which we now publish, was read by the 
Vice President. The Chaplain and Treasurer also read their reports. The Congrega- 
tion was then dismissed with prayer and the benediction, and a collection was taken 
up, amounting to one hundred and twenty-five dollars. The Association then 
assembled for the transaction of business, when thanks were voted to Mr Hall for his 
able discourse and a copy requested for publication. 

We acknowledge a deep interest in this excellent Institution, and, with our whole 
heart, recomme 1d it to all who love the Lord Jesus Christ in sincerity and truth, and 
who hope to hear the commendation of the eternal day, “Well done, good and faithful 
servants. Inasmuch as ye have done it unto the least of these ye have done it unto me.”’

SECOND ANNUAL REPORT OF THE COUNCIL OF THE CHURCH HOME. 


The Council, in presenting their second Report to the Patrons and 
Subscribers of the Church Home, would, as their first and highest 
duty and privilege, humble themselves in grateful acknowledgments 
befere the God and Father of our Lord Jesus Christ for the mercies of ° 
the past year. By away that they know not of, He has brought the. 
Institution intrusted to their charge, to its condition of present pros- 
perity, and has given the hope of future success. It has been now 
for fourteen months in full operation ; and, almost without exertion on 
their part, all their wants have been graciously supplied. They see 
before them the prospect of a usefulness, daily increasing, and which 
they scarcely dared to anticipate when, in fear and trembling, but in 
humble faith, they put their hand to the plough and began the work 
to which they deemed themselves called by the Great Head of the 
Church. That work has been gradually unfolding its fulness to their 
view, and now, even whilst they realize that it is still the “day of 
small things” with them, yet blessed as they have thus far been, 
they have the assured hope that great blessings are in store for the 
“Home.” The poor are, in their degree, the representatives on earth 
of the Lord Jesus; and your Council cannot doubt that every effort in 
their behalf, made in accordance with his declared will, and running 
parallel with, however far removed from, the fulness of His tenderness 
and love, will be guided and directed for good by His overruling pro- 
vidence and grace. 

Whilst they give all the glory to God for the success which has 
crowned their efforts, they would not forget the instrumentalities 
which He has graciously employed. To the Ladies Visiters, who 
have kindly devoted so much of their time to the interests of the 
Home, and by their judicious counsels and abundant alms-giving have 
fostered and built up our infant Institution they owe a debt of grati- 
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tude which they can never repay ; but they cannot but feel that the 
chief instrument of success has been the zealous, judicious, prudent 
and unremitting labours of their Chaplain who, without hope of earthly 
fee or reward, has given himself to this good work. May he find hig 
reward in that day when the Lamb shall make up the jewels of His 
eternal Crown. 

The Council would now invite the attention of the Patrons and Sub- 
scribers of the Home, to that branch of their duty which they deem 
the most important—the Retieious Instruction of the inmates of the 
house. The standard of doctrine and discipline adopted has been that 
of the branch of the Church of which we are members. [Fully recog- 
nizing that standard as their own guide to the true interpretation of 
God’s written Word, none other has been or can be contemplated by 
them; and in the application of it, they have, with their Chaplain, 
sought to avoid as far as is possible for men to do, every grade of indi- 
vidualism. So averse have they been to novelties of every kind, that 
no practice has been introduced which has not been sanctioned by the 
long established customs of the Church in this Diocese. Whilst care 
has been taken fully to instruct the inmates of the Home in the blessed 
truths which our Catechism inculcates and enforces, the great object 
has been to lead them to acknowledge God in all His works, to seek 
His guidance in all their actions, and to realize the Divine principle 
(without which all religion is imperfect) of doing unto others as they 
would be done by themselves. The inmates of the Home have been 
urged to the duty of private prayer and the study of God’s Word, and 
have been required to be present at the morning and evening devotions 
of the family, and, to attend the daily service in St. Stephen’s Chapel. 
The Chaplain, upon whom the spiritual care of these immortal souls 
principally devolves, has devoted himself faithfully to the discharge of 
this solemn duty, and he has not been without encouragement that his 
‘labour has not been in vain in the Lord.”’ Four of the children have 
been baptized, and others are being prepared for that holy Sacrament. 
All, it is trusted, are being trained up in the nurture and admonition of 
the Lord. 

In the internal regulations of the house, the Chaplain, whilst making 
liberal provision for the comfort of its inmates, has sought to establish 
the principles of a wise and Christian economy. His report, whichis 
annexed, will present a full statement of the expenses of the last year, 
and of the manner in which the means for meeting them have been pro- 
vided. 

It has been the aim of those intrusted with the immediate charge of 
the Home to establish a system of neatness and order among its inmates; 
and all whose age and health have permitted them to labour, have been 
required to engage industriously in the duties assigned them. That 
they have not yet succeeded in fully carrying out their plans, is to be 
expected from the short period which has elapsed since the opening 
of the Home, and from the fact that the work was perfectly new to all 
engaged init. Much had to be unlearned as well as learned. Dis- 


cordant elements were to be brought into harmony. Old habits 


had to be eradicated. New principles of conduct translated into vital, 
active energy. Dilliculties, therefore, of no trifling importanco and 
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often painful in their nature have had to be overcome. But still, the 
progress which has been made is cheering, and the course of improve- 
ment is evidently onward, The whole machinery is, to say the least, 
beginning to work easily and harmoniously. 

The charge of the school is intrusted to one of the Resident Asso- 
ciates, and the children are every day, except the usual holidays, re- 
ceiving instruction in such branches of an English education, as are 
deemed necessary for the position which they are expected to occupy 
in society. The daily instruction in needle work has been assigned 
to others of the Resident Associates, and is faithfully discharged. A 
roster has been prepared, by the Chaplain, of all the children of sufh- 
cient age and strength to engage in the common employments of the 
house. Fora week at a time, two of them are employed as house- 
keepers; one to sweep the house; one to assist the cook who is a 
beneficiary ; one to assist the washer and ironer; and one to attend 
upon infirm inmates of the Home: To others, as occasion may call 
for it, is assigned the duty of nursing the sick. The routine is a reg- 
ular one; and each girl in her turn, is instructed in the different de- 
partments of household employment. “There is no branch of labor 
now done in the house and yard,” says the Chaplain in one of his re- 
ports to the Council, ‘‘ but that the girls are in a regular process of 
learning. The labour, in general, is cheerfully and well performed.” 
To each of the children a small portion of the garden has been assign- 
ed as her special care; and this healthful employment has been rather 
a reward and an amusement, than atask tothem. With two excep- 
tions, the children are in excellent health, and their physical improve- 
ment has been, in the highest degree, gratifying. Even of the two in 
delicate health, the improvement, since their admission into the Home, 
has been such as to encourage the hope of their entire restoration. 

Since the last report, Mrs. Hentz has resigned her office as Lady 
Superintendent, and Miss Sarah Brailsford has been elected to supply, 
temporarily, her place. Two of the children have been withdrawn 
from the Home ; one by her mother, who, having removed to the City, 
naturally desires to have her daughter reside with her; the other, by 
the authority of the British Consul, has been bound an apprentice to 
the trade of mantuamaking, an employment for which she has mani- 
tested a sufficient degree of talent to render the step advisable. Both 
of these have, we are satisfied, been benefited by the discipline of the 
Home ; but their residence was too short a one to enable them to ac- 
quire that fixed character which it is hoped to impress upon all our 
children. 

_ The inmates of the Home are now twenty-five in number, being an 
increase of nine since the last report. They are

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Five more, viz., one beneficiary and four children, are expected to 
be received in a few days ; and the whole number will then be thirty, 
Should this number increase, as there is every probability it will, it 
will become necessary to make some additions to the house, which is 
already too small for the number of inmates. The Council have 
found it necessary to make arrangements for fitting up the basement 
story, and have entered into a contract for the same. This, with the 
erection of baths for the use of the inmates, will call for an outlay of 
some five or six hundred dollars. 

From the Treasurer’s report, which is annexed, it will be seen that 
the debt still due upon the house is six thousand dollars. The execu- 
tors of the estate of Mr. Boisseau, however, inform us that the legacy 
of two thousand dollars, mentioned in our last report, will be paid ina 
few weeks. This will reduce our debt to four thousand dollars ; to 
liquidate which we must look to the alms of the faithful. Surely 
there is liberality enough in our household of faith to free the Home 
from this heavy burden. We have faith to believe that the God of 
the widow and the orphan will put it into the hearts of His people to 
aid usin our day of need. 

In conclusion, the Council would commend the Home to the pmyers 
and liberality of the Churchmen of the Diocese and City. They in- 
dulge the hope that none, however differing in opinion on abstract ques- 
tions in Theology, will withhold their aid from a good work which can 
have no party aspect, and which is a simple charity, calling only for 
the exercise of the affections of the heart. 

All which is respectfully submitted by the Council.

THE BOOK OF COMMON PRAYER. 
Messrs. Editors : 

I ask a small space for a few observations on the Communication of 
C, W. in the June number of the Messenger, purporting to give some 
account of an English copy of the Book of Common Prayer recently 
deposited in the Library of the Advancement Society. The writer of 
this paper being an enthusiastic admirer of our Prayer Book for its 
sound doctrine, and its devotions suited to every want and every con- 
dition of our poor humanity, would deprecate the omission of any part 
of it, consecrated as it is, not by antiquity alone, but by its full and 
complete adaptation to its purpose. He was therefore much interested 
in the communication above-mentioned, and his interest was the great- 
er for the reason explained by his signature. From this double mo- 
tive he begs to offer some reflections which do not appear to be suffi- 
clently suggested by the paper of C. W. 

1. The supposition that the marginal notes mark the alterations 
which Bishop Smith desired, rests only on their being “apparently in his 
hand writing.”” Now, if the alterations were sufficiently important, we 
might exonerate Bishop S. by saying, én limine, the premise does not 
justify the conclusion. Even if the handwriting be that of the Bishop, 
we are not obliged to infer that the changes originated from him or 
were such as he desired. We might propose more than one solution— 
but let one suffice :—In the Messenger for July, 1850, is a paper on 
the clause “‘He descended into Hell,” wherein on the authority of Bish- 
op White, itis mentioned “that alterations were proposed by a sub-di- 
vision of a general Committee, and when submitted to that Committee, 
were not re-considered, because the ground would have been to go 
over again in the Convention.” Again, “the alterations were to be 
such as were necessary for the accommodating of it to the late changes 
in the State : and the proposing, but not establishing of such other al- 
terations in that book and in the articles, as they thought an improve- 
ment of the service and of the manner of stating the principal articles 
of faith, These were published in a book ever since known by the 
hame of the “Proposed Book.” We have now no means of ascertain- 
ing whether the alterations in question originated with Bishop S. or 
—- mere notes of what had been proposed by others at different 
Imes, 

2. But we will now speak of the alterations on their own merits. 

Let it be remembered, that the service as usually performed in our 
Churches, consists of a combination of three distinct divisions, viz :

‘‘ the Order for daily Morning Prayer,” “ the Litany,” and the “Ante 
Communion.” These three united as they stand in the English Prayer 
Book, without any alteration or abridgment, would make a very long 
service, too long perhaps in some cases of infirmity or age—a consider. 
ation not, it is hoped, displeasing to that High Priest who is “ touched 
with a feeling of our infirmities.” This may serve as a key to some of 
the omissions and verbal alterations supposed to have been contempla- 
ted by Bishop Smith. When, by reason of the separate political ex. 
istence of the two countries, it became necessary to alter somewhat the 
forms of the Prayer Book, it was by many, thought a favorable oppor- 
tunity to remove what might, in certain cases, be an obstacle to parti- 
cipation in the the public service of the Church.* Several omissions 
were actually made in the “ Order for daily Morning Prayer,”’ as, for 
instance, several versicles, part of the Venite, part of the Benedictus, 
The Lord’s Prayer occurs once during Morning Prayer in the Ameni- 
can Prayer Book, but twice in the English; and again, immediately 
after the Litany with this difference, that in our Prayer Book, 
it is at the discretion of the Minister whether it shall be there re- 
peated, while in the English Prayer Book itis obligatory. Therefore, 
while I admit that tastes may differ as to such and verbal alterations, it 
is gratuitous to infer therefrom any lack of piety. Yet does not the 
following in C, W.’s communication seem so to imply: ‘‘Had it been 
proposed to remove all the synonymous words and phrases, the princi- 
ple would have been quite intelligible, whatever might have been said 
of lts piety or taste.’’t 

I pass on to another remark of C. W. ‘ The next alteration seem- 
ed at first amazing—the Lord’s Prayer is marked to be struck out— 
but on examining the Rubrics preceding, they are found to be left 
untouched. As the Rubric requires the Lord’s Prayer to be said here, 
it is to be supposed that it was the idea of the corrector, that as every 
body knew the Lord’s Prayer by heart, it was unnecessary to print it.” 
At first this may surprise; but let us look into it—we shall find an ex- 
planation better and more probable than the conjecture of C. W.., and 
which will wholly remove any surprise arising from an idea that it was 
thought the Lord’s prayer might be dispensed with. The question was 
not as to dispensing with this first and best of forms of Prayer : there 
was no such idea. The question, or rather that which was to be con- 
sidered, was, In what part of the service shall this Prayer be inserted ! 
Let me recur to what is above stated, that in the English Prayer Book 
the Lord’s Prayer occurs twice in “Morning Prayer,” and again imme- 
diately after the Litany; that is, three tumes when the two services or 
divisions are used together. In our Prayer Book it occurs only once 
in Morning Prayer, and it is left to the discretion of the Minister whe- 
ther it shall be omitted after the Litany ; and in point of fact zs usually 
omitted,

t Since the above has been in type, I have been assured that it was very far from the 
intention of C. W. to charge any lack of piety. Iam perfectly satisfied with this assu- 
vance ; and the remark in the text is retained, only lest others should haye drawn from 
C, W’s. language the inference I thought involved in it. 
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On a close examination of the volume described by C. W., 1 find that 
according to the marks supposed to have been made by Bishop &., the 
Lord’s Prayer would be said once daring both Morning and Evenin 
service; for no discretion is given the Minister to omit it after the Lita- 
ny: And in “Morning Prayer,” on the margin, there is a cross, in pencil 
opposite the Lord’s Prayer, corresponding to the place where this 
Prayer is retained in the Evening service, which may have been meant 
to indicate that when the Litany was not used, then the Prayer must be 
theresaid. Butthis lastis merely conjecture, and I might have omitted 
it altogether, it being most probable that all these abridgments were 
made with the intention that the Litany should always be used, as is the 
case; for cases of its omission are exceptional. ‘That the Lord’s Prayer 
should be said but once, appears to have met the views of those who 
had in charge the alterations of the Prayer Book; so that whatever 
may now be thought of this, it was the judgment of Prelates, Clergy 
and Laymen, of piety and learning. We may prefer the place now as- 
signed toit ; butit isenough for my object to show that there was no 
intention to omitit. And who knows that the marks under discussion 
were more than preliminary to further and full consideration and delib- 
eration. 

Once more I quote from C.W. “Whatever we may think of the pro- 
priety of some the changes which Dr. afterwards Bishop 8., desired and 
had influence enough to procure, he was not radical enough to tamper 
with the ancient creeds.” Is or is it not intended here to imply a charge 
of any degree of radicalism? Itis a word ‘not musical.’”’ In these days 
when there is abroad much of genuine destructive radicalism in Church 
and State, it will not surprise that a conservative is somewhat, it may 
be unnecessarily, sensitive to any such charge (even when by implica~- 


Churchman and relative. There is certainly nothing in the present 
showing, on which to found such acharge. It was rather, we suppose, 
intended to show, by contrasting these with changes that others have 
proposed, that in the present case there was no taint of radicalism. 
And as C. W.’s phraseology is not free from ambiguity, it is to give it 
this latter and acceptable interpretation that it is now alluded to.

The “Southern Churchman,” and the Charleston “Gospel Messen- 
ger.’—We are sorry to see that our Reverend Brother of the “Southern 
Churchman,” has charged us with intentionally and “silently” omitting 
a portion of the notice of Bishop Green’s visitation to Okalona, Miss. 
It seems that in the account published in our last number, there was 
no mention of the place “a Methodist Chapel,” in which the services 
were held; and our brother concludes that we have had some very 
mysterious reason for the omission. His language is: 


“To the Charleston Gospel Messenger, for some reason, it seems not altogether ac- 
ceptable, and a portion of it is in consequence silently dropped, so as to make the 
Church Herald's notice of this Episcopal Visitation meet the eyes of its readers in the 
following form and words; 

‘Okalona, April 25.—The Bishop preached four times in two days, to large and atten- 
tive congregations, composed mainly of Methodists, Baptists, and Campbellites, Ke. 
no intimation being given of the place in which these services were held. Why this 
fact is expunged from the record we must leave to the conjecturesof our readers. 


Now, if we understand this, we are distinctly, though only impliedly, 
charged with dishonesty. Because, “ for some reason” unknown to 
the Editor of the S. Churchman, the mention of the place “was not 
altogether acceptable” to us, we “silently dropped” it, 1. e. we omitted 
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a part of the account given by the “Church Herald,” and left our 
readers to suppose that we had given the whole: we were dishonest 
enough to garble the account, in order to hide from our readers certain 
things of which we did not approve, and were afraid to let them know 
that we had made the omission. 

We beg to assure our brother that we were not aware of the omis- 
sion; and that the fault, if any, was not ours. Our principles would 
not interfere with our proclaiming the blessed truths which we are 
commissioned to preach, in any place, at a suitable time. We have 
preached in Methodist, Baptist and Presbyterian Churches, in pavilions 
at watering places, in masonic lodges, private dwellings, dining halls, 
and ball rooms, and we are not afraid to acknowledge that we would 
again do so, if occasion should call for it. Wedo not say that it has 
not given us pain to use the places of worship of our non-Episcopal 
brethren, for it is always painful to accept courtesies which we cannot 
conscientiously return. Our Canon law, very properly, forbids the use 
of our pulpits to preachers not in communion with us; and we must 
confess that our South.Carolina notions of courtesy render it rather 
irksome to us totake what we cannot give. But we have never heard 
that to hold service in other than a Church consecrated according to 
our ritual, was deemed inconsistent with the highest Churchmanship 
that the Church has ever known. 

But we proceed to clear ourselves of the charge of dishonesty—of 
intentionally and ‘‘sz/ently” garbling the narrative of Bishop Green's 
visitation. We were very much interested in the account as published 
in the “Church Herald,” and marked it for insertion in the “Gospel 
Messenger.” When the printer sent to us for copy, we could not lay 
our hands upon the “Herald” which we had so carefully preserved, 
that it was not forthcoming. We then resorted to other of our ex- 
change papers hoping to find the account in some one of them. In this 
We were, as we supposed, successful ; for meeting with an article head- 
ed “Mississippi,” and glancing through it, we had no doubt that it was 
the same we had read in the “Church Herald,” especially as it was 
credited tothat paper. We therefore applied the “scissors,” and hand- 
ed the article to the waiting messenger. The extract with which fault 
is found, is an exact copy of this. Would our brother like to know 
where we found it? lt was motin the “Calendar” or the “Utica Gos- 
pel Messenger,” or the “‘ Church Times,” or the “Evangelical Catho- 
he,” or the New-York “Churchman,” or the “Banner of the Cross,” or 
the Toronto “Church,” or any other of our “High Church” exchange 
papers. We hope our brother will not be offended with us if we say, 
that whatever blame there is in the matter, rightly belongs to the 
“EPISCOPAL RECORDER.” From that paper of the 29th of May 
was the article scissorsed ; and we doubt not that the excellent Editors 
of that Journal will be able to give a very satisfactory account of the 
matter, We refer our Reverend Brother to them, for the mysterious 
cause of the omission, and for an explanation of the reason of the 
seeming non-acceptability of the omitted fact. May we claim of 
him an insertion in the “Southern Churchman” of our explanation 2 
Will he not also have candour and humility enough to acknowledge 
that he has not dealt to us a full or even a fair measure of Christian 
charity —Eds.

We watched those lambs of the fold with strange interest, 
and sought to read in their present demeanor the story of their future 
Christian hfe. The earnest, the devoted, the vacillating, the careless, 
the sceptical, the licentious, the infidel, all were there. With what 
anguish did we realize the probabilities of the dark side of the 
picture which fancy thus brought before us, and call to mind how 
little we were doing for the eternal interest of these immortal ones. 
Oh, how fearful are the responsibilities of parents, and pastors, and 
teachers ; and yet how slight is the impression which they leave upon 
the mass of men! They forget to feed the lambs of Christ upon the 
food which the good Shepherd has provided for them, and yet expect 
them to grow up inthe nurture and admonition of the Lord. May 
these solemn celebrations arouse us to serious reflection, to persever- 
ing prayer, and to active labor. 

The services were couducted by the assistant minister of St. Philip's 
Church and the minister of St. Stephen’s Chapel, and an earnest and 
affectionate address to the children was delivered by the Rev. Henry 
Elwell. <A collection was taken up at the doors in behalf of the Sun- 
day Schools of St. Stephen’s and St. John’s Chapels and Calvary 


Church, amounting to 39 dollars. 


Confirmations.—On the 21st of June, the Rt. Rev. Francis Huger 
Rutledge, D. D., Bishop of Florida, officiating at the request of 
the Bishop of South-Carolina, administered the rite of Confirmation to 
a condemned malefactor, in the jail of this district. It was, to the few 
persons present, a very solemn service, fur there was the conviction on 
the mind of all, that only eleven days more of life remained for the ut 
happy, though penitent criminal. 

On 23d., the Bishop visited St. Andrew’s Chapel, Mount Pleasant, 
Christ Church Parish, and confirmed four persons. The Evening 
Prayer was read by the Rev. Thomas J. Young, and the lessons by 
the Rector of the Parish,ghe Rev. J. R. Fell. The sermon was deliv- 
ered by the Bishop, from Job xxii. 21—23, 
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Our present number was nearly ready for the press when the tolling of the bells an- 
nounced that our venerable Bishop had left us for a better and more abiding home. We 
rejoiced for him that his sufferings were at an end forever; but we mourned for our- 
selves that our father and friend, who had never uttered an unkind word to us, and had 
often encouraged us in our labours, would never again speak to us the words of counsel 
and advice. 4 For twelve years, the “Messenger” was under his sole control, and all thé 
toil and labour were his. We were only nominally his assistants, except at those times 
when absence from the city or sickness prevented him from discharging the duties, the 
burden of which was assumed without the hope of earthly reward, and was cheerfully 
borne. None of his Clergy will feel his loss more deeply than ourselves; for our new 
labours will daily recall him to our minds. 
It pleased God to take him to Himself, on the morning of the 24th ult., after months 
of severe suffering. He died with the calm confidence of the Christian, and in the hope 
of a blessed resurrection. He was followed to the grave by a large number of his Clergy} 
and the Church in which he had ministered for more than forty years, and beneath 
whose altar his mortal remains were deposited, was too small to receive all who assem- 
bled to pay the last sad tribute of affection. We pu’ lish below the preamble and Reso- 
lutions adopted by the Clergy who were in the City at the time of hisdeath. These 
speak in some degree, the feelings of our own hearts, and as far as they go, receive our 
full and entire approbation. May we learn from our Father’s holy example lessons of 


self-denial, humility, godly sincerity, faithfulness and zeal.

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When an individual has been successful in life, we naturally inquire to what his suc- 
cess is to be attributed. Inthe case of our departed Father, the qnestion is easily an- 
swered. He was faithful and zealous in the discharge of his duties, and his trust was not 
in bimself, but in the Lord his Creator, Redeemer and Sauctifier. With the simplicity 
and honesty of an Israelite without guile, he gave himself to the work assigned him by 
the Great Head of the Church. No man ever seemed more fully to realize that self- 
denial was of the essence of the Christian life ; and his forgetfulness of self in every sta- 
tion which he occupied was a grace which shone brightly in his character, and marked 
him a follower of Him who “ made Himself of no reputation, and took upon Him the 
form of a servant, and was made in the likeness of men.”’ 

His humility was seen of all men, even those who knew him the least peeceae & 
and well became a successor of those holy men who had been with the meek and lowly 
Saviour through all His earthly ministry, and had learned from Him that the greatest 
among His followers must be the servant of all. Even his infirmities gave to these 
graces of his character a prominence which they would not otherwise have possessed. 
He was, too, a man of prayer ; and whether in the house of God, or in the retirement 
of home, or in the distraction of often journeyings, he seemed never to forget that he 
must continue instant in prayer. Of God’s blessed Word he was a diligent student and 
when his many cares and the active labours of the Episcopate drew him from those 
studies to which his early life had been devoted, he still considered it among his first 
duties and highest privileges to seek constant counsel of God in the teachings of His 
written Word. 

Of his faithfulness as a Pastor, many souls will testify in the eternal day ; and the 
poor especially, whom he assiduously visited, and to whose wants, both temporal and 
spiritual he was ever ready to minister, will rise up and call him blessed. 

Of his devotion to the duties of his Bishopric, we, his Clergy, would now bear our 
willing testimony ; and in offering that testimony, would also express our deep sorrow 
for the bereavement which we have snstained : ‘Therefore— 

Resolved, That whilst inthe death of onr Bishop we recognize an all-wise and all- 
merciful dispensation, we cannot but feel that the chastening is ‘‘grievous.” We bow, 
in humble submission, to our Heavenly Father’s will; but it is with hearts filled with 
sorrow for ourselves and for the Church, over which the Holy Ghost had made him 
an overséer. 

Resolved, That in evidence of our sorrow, we will wear the usual badge of mourning 
for the dead for the space of one year. 

Resolved, That we will attend his funeral as those who, next to his immediate family, 
mourn most deeply his loss. é 

Resolved, That the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Florida be respectfully requested to officiate 
with the consent and assistance of the surviving Minister of St. Philip’s, in the solemn 
services of our Bishop’s funeral, 

Resolved, That the Chairman of this meeting be requested to express to the fami- 
ly of our Bishop, and to the Minister and Vestry of St. Philip’s Church, our deep sym- 
pathy in their bereavement and sorrow. 

Resolved, That this Preamble and the following Resolutions be published in the pa- 
pers of this city and Columbia, and in the Gospel Messenger.

Ordination.—On Sunday (5th after Easter) the 16th May, in Christ 
Church, St. Paul, the Right Reverend the Missionary Bishop admitted 
the Rev. John A. Merrick, Deacon of the Associated Mission, to the 
sacred office of the Priesthood. 

The Bishop was assisted in the offices by the Rev. E. G. Gear, 
Chaplain U- 8. A., and the Rev. Messrs. Breck and Wilcoxson, who 
also united in the imposition of hands. The Bishop preached. The 
candidate was presented by the venerable Chaplain Gear. 

The occurrence of an ordination for the first time in this new Ter- 
ritory attracted a large congregation, who by their deportment attested 
their deep interest in the sclemn ceremonial; an occasion which the 
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Bishop happily improved in his unusually fervent and affectionate 
discourse, on the Charge of St. Paul to Timothy. (1 Tim. iv. 16.) 

Confirmation.—On the same day, after the evening prayer, seven 
persons were confirmed, and addressed by the Bishop. 


We are again permitted to publish an extract of a letter from the Rev. J. L. Breck 
to a friend in this city. It is a very interesting one; and we are convinced that in 
reading it every Christian heart will praise God for granting to His Church so devoted 
a Missionary. May we not regard him as among the first fruits of a future harvest of 
laborers? And are there not many among us prepared to aid our brother in his labours 
of love? May he be abundantly blessed in his good, and may hundreds under hig 
training go forth into fields white for the harvest.—ZEds.

KANGIOSHKOONSIGANG LAKE, MINN.,, 
28th May, 1852. ; 
My Very Dear :—The following copy of a letter, which I have 
written to a Clergyman in Philadelphia, will I hope, interest you, and 
forasmuch as I am now, upon the extreme frontier, beyond the resi- 
dence of white women, and seated upon the floor and writing upon the 
top of a trunk, you will excuse for this time, my not sending you, my 
dear brothed, Cie Grigenelss 4.5 oF es A. Se CRs eae 
‘Perhaps what I shall write below, may be of interest to the teach- 
ers and children of your School, and if in your opinion to others also, 





it is at your service to make such use of it as you please. |The hard. 


name at the head of this letter simply signifies in English, “the Place 
of a Gull,” given to this lake by reason of the large and beautiful whzte 
Gulls that here frequent it. We are now in the actual establishment of 
our Indian Mission! To note all the particulars of our coming here and 
the events that have since transpired would fill almostavolume. They 
have been deeply interesting to the Church, and if there is ever an addi- 
tional testimony givento the Catholicity of our Holy Mother, the never- 
to-be-forgotten event of yesterday was one, (24th May.) ‘To my own 
mind, and I believe to other of my brethren present,* it was an instance 
of one of those inscrutable Providences of God, in which He is at 
times pleased to overrule the works of the Devil, for His own greater 
glory. We had arrived here in the midst of the Indians’ extravagant 
preparations for their vernal Medicine Dance. This is indeed the High 
Mass of Pagan worship! It is the veritable work of the Devil ! when 
men are blinded in absolute Heathenism! We had come one hundred 
and fifty miles above St. Paul to commence the Mission. Brethren in 
the Kast had encouraged us to undertake the work, our own conscien- 
ces urged us to it. Somealms and offerings had been made us. Much 
prayer had by others as well as by ourselves, been offered up in its be- 
half. Could we turn back 2 Something within spoke to us, to go for- 
ward, and wedid so. It was noon of yesterday when we reached Gull 
Lake. Our Indian Interpreter, Johnson by name, was along with us. 
He gave notice to a runner to go through the Indian village and notify 
the Chiefs and Warriors that the “Praying Father’’t had come and de- 
sired a Council to be called. Their monotonous drum preparatory to

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the Dance was beating in a wigwam near us, as we sat on the grass be- 
neath the grateful shade of a tall pine, that grew on the shore of this 
beautiful lake, for we were weary with walking and the day was very 
warm. Every now and then the yell or hideous singing was heard as 
an accompaniment to the drum, Besides all this the very chiefs, 
themselves are the principal Medicine men, and it was with these that 
we had to counsel. And again the white men had in their opinion, 
brought down disgrace upon themselves, by confining (at this time) 
two of their number at the Fort for killing an ox belonging to the Gov- 
ernment Department, and there they were made to work, having sol- 
diers over them. All these things were against us, and notwithstand- 
ing all their willingness the past winter to receive us, it now appeared 
very doubtful indeed. The Chiefs soon assembled, but an hour pass- 
ed by before they were ready to receive us into Council. At last we 
were sent for and after again waiting for all the warriors to arrive, the 
Council was opened by one of the Chiefs asking, what we wished to 
do ? which was equivalent amongst ourselves ¢o stating the question, 
I have been through the ordeal of many examinations by Professors, 
Clergy and Bishops, but this wrought upon me in a manner peculiar 
to itself. I felt in a measure that the very formation of an Indian 
Mission under the Church, was depending upon what impression my 
words should make upon a people wild indeed, but shrewd. The 
very appearance of these savages was enough to frighten or disgust. 
Some were half naked, some had knives in their hands, and many 
were painted in the most hideous manner. They had mostly assem- 
bled (for they do nothing in a hurry, and always wait for every one) 
when an elderly man, whose countenance was lighted up with a re- 
markably benevolent smile, entered, and immediately approached and 
shook hands with me. I learned afterwards that this was * White 
Fisher,” next principal Chief to Hole in the Day. I now stated 
through Johnson, the object had by us in proposing to come among 
them. It would be impossible for me to repeat all that was said on 
both sides. They evidently felt much aggrieved by the treatment that 
they had received from the whztes, and were painfully conscious of 
their darkened state of mind and their own helplessness to repair their 
gradual but too sure decay, as a people. Among other things I told 
them, that it was to make amends for this, that we had come, and that 
many good white people in the East were very anxious to have us do 
good to the poor Indian. When all points had been discussed, we 
were told that they wished to consult further among themselves, and 
also to find out the minds of the different families on the subject. This 
was more consideration than I had supposed Indian Chiefs would 
yield to inferiors among themselves. We then left the Counci!. What 
the result might be, it was impossible to form an opinion, and the three 
hours that elapsed before we were re-called, were moments of almost 
agony to my mind, and I prayed most earnestly that they might be 
guided aright by the Great Spirtr, in whose hands are the hearts of 
allmen. At !ength the Chiefs and a few others with them came to 
us, and to our astonishment and gratitude to the AuTuor of our being; 
we were received among them as their spiritual fathers and protec- 
tors. They begged us to bearin mind the dark state of their hearts 
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and to have compassion on them if they should at any time do us an 
injury. They hoped we would do them good in temporal things as 
well asin speretwal, And they spoke with great feeling on the subject 
of their children, which was a matter of great delight to us, for these 
are they whom we hope specially to benefit. At last they informed 
us where they wished us to locate our wigwam! They objected to 
one point by reason of its distance from them, and then pointed to the 
Eastern shore of Gull Lake. My heart was now full and I answered 


them accordingly. They all gave their Indian inarticulate sound of 


assent at the close of each paragraph as Johnson interpreted. We 
then each shook hands with them all around, and before we left to 
view our appointed home amongst them, it was pleasant to hear the 
Indian laugh and notes of satisfaction which they gave us by look and 
word. Iwas informed by Johnson tnat our entrance in amongst these 
pagan people had received the unanimous assent of all the families 
here present, in number between thirty and forty. All, however, have 
not yet returned from their dispersion through the woods at the sugar 
making season. We were soon down the Lake side, and were delight- 
ed with the view* of both land and water. Nashotah is beautiful, 
but the view here is far more extensive, and has the same peculiar 
freshness about it, which at N. never tired or grew old, either summer 
or winter, even after looking upon it almost daily for upwards of eight 


years! The banks are about forty feet high, sodded with wild grass> 


and beautified by many an old pine tree. The land back is rich and 
covered with a growth of thrifty young trees specially the butternut, 
which are thirty to forty feet in height. The position here selected 
for us by the red-man himself, is indeed beautiful, and must ever be 


of great value to the Church, even if it should cease as an Indian es- 


tablishment, which may be the case, if the Indian should hereaf- 


ter be. removed. Whilst Kangioshkoonsigang or Gull Lake is beauti- 
fuland measures mine miles in length and almost four in width, there is 
another yet larger lake which pours its waters into this one through 
a third lake that is three miles in diameter. Indeed this is a land so 
abounding with lakes that we can travel two hundred miles by an inland 
route to the Falls of Beagomon on the Mississippi, in canoes on lakes 
and small streams without making a portage at any one time longer 
than four miles! This is the most expeditious and comfortable, as 
well as customary route of going into the upper country. These lakes 
abound with the finest fish. In the autumn, they can be caught in any 
number, and the mode of preserving them is simply to hang them up 
and let them freeze. Thus are they kept for four and five months in 
an actual fresh state and in the spring of the year the Indians catch an- 
other kind, which they dry, using no salt, and these keep for any 
length of time, provided they are stored in a dry place. The maple 
tree also grows in great profusion about these lakes, from which the 
Indians procure a yearly supply of sugar. Thus abundantly has the 
Gracious Preserver of our being provided for the wants of the Red- 





“But we not only gazed, we also praised Gop and prayed. The Gloria in Excelsis 
was chanted with heart and voice, and the Apostolic symbol of Infallible Truth was here 
repeated for the first time since the foundation of the world. We then engaged in spe- 
cial prayer for the poor Indian: | 
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man. The game of the country, however, is becoming less each year, 
and hence the necessity for so improvident a being as the Indian, to 
turn his attention to the cultivation of the soil, or neglecting this to sell 
his lands and remove farther away towards the ranges of the buffalo. 
And now. like as I closed my remarks to the Council of Indians touch- 
ing their temporal estate, that they must not look for any great or sud- 
den benefit, so in spirttual things, we say to our Eastern friends, do 
not look for numerous conversions as in a day, for had you been in 
their wigwams, passing from oue to another, taking a view as it were, of 
our flock, as I have been doing this day, you could not but blush 
with shame at such a spectacle of human degradation, and be ready to 
despair, except through the Grace or Gop assisting in a very special 
manner; of doing them any good. With even the best degree of faith 
in Gop’s promises through Christ, with much and repeated prayer, with 
large alms and offerings on the part of yourselves and incessant labor on 
the part of ourselves, it must take years even before any visible change 
for the better can be expected. 

‘‘We have entered upon the work with the strong approval of the 
Bishop, and our own consciences. We have the scarcely less approv- 
ing voice of many of the faithful, amongst both Clergy and Laity in the 
East, and now my brother, shall we want for well carrying out our ardu- 
ous design? There are some earnest hearts with us for the work. 
The Lorp of the Church has sent us men of faith to labour on the first 
planting of the Mission. Were you to see us in the woods, cooking 
our potatoes in the ashes of a fire made on the ground, brodling our 
salted mess pork over the flame on the /arbed end of astick, and sleep- 
ing on the hard floor of a Government log-shantee with only a Buffalo 
robe under us and a blanket to cover us, (for in these woods, linen stuff 
is unknown) you would think the work demanding this to be of real 
magnitude, in our minds, to endure so much. We hope soon to have 
a rude Mission House built, and then we shall look back on these days 
without regret. The above facts, will I hope, prove some reward to 
those that have aided us in the commencement of this work, and also 
be an incentive to others to aid in carrying itforward. This is buta 
branch to the Mission at St. Paul, and is not therefore to be a substitute 
for it, or else the work of the Church amongst the whites must suffer 
greatly. What we ask for this, is simply the /atent energy of Church- 
men, who have compassion for the poor savage of our Domestic field 
of Missions. 

“it will gratify you, my very dear brother, to learn that we baptised 
twelve persons on Easter Sunday in Christ Church at Saint Paul. 
Five were adults, four Sunday School children, and three were infants. 
Two other infants have since then received Holy Baptism in the same 
Parish. On Easter Monday, the Parish of the Holy Trinity was or- 
ganized at the Falls of St. Anthony. And on Sunday the 16th inst. 
Bishop Kemper paid us a spiritual visit, and admitted our fellow-la- 
bourer, Rev. Mr. Merrich to the order of Priesthood, and in the after- 
noon he confirmed seven persons, all heads of families but one. This 
was the second Confirmation in this Parish within a year.

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Maryland Convention.—This Ecclesiastical body assembled in St. 
Paul’s Church, Baltimore, on the 26th of May, and were in session for 
three days. Very little beyond the ordinary routine of business was 
transacted. We extract from the “Church Times,” the following ac- 
count of a communication made to the Convention by Bishop Whitt- 
ingham, and of the action thereon taken. May a gracious God restore 
this faithful, laborious Bishop to the prayers of the people of his 
charge. 

‘‘On the morning of the first day, the members of the Convention 
were distressed by the intelligence, that the exertions which the Bishop 
had made, since his return from the South, in the performance of the 
Episcopal offices, had induced a return of his disease to such an extent 
as to render it it inexpedient for him to read his annual address. The 
duty was performed by the Assistant Secretary, J. H. Alexander, Esq. 
The Convention were not a little startled at the concluding paragraph, 
which was in these words: 

‘Should it be the opinion of this Convention that the bodily infirm- 
ity which now reduces me to the necessity of employing the voice of 
another in communicating to you this Report, makes the provision of 
additional Episcopal services needful for the Diocese, I shall rejoice in 
surrendering half, or any larger proportion, or the whole of the income 
I receive by virtue of my office, in order to the maintenance of an As- 


sistant Bishop when elected ; and will most cheerfully consent to such 


election: or if it is thought preferable, 1 am ready at once upon the 
slightest intimation of a wish on your part to that effect, to resign the 
jurisdiction of the Diocese and retire with thankfulness for the privi- 
lege to a ministry less unequal to my abilities.” 

This part of the address was referred to a committee, who reported, 
on the second day, the following resolutions, which were unanimously 
adopted : 

“ Resolved, First, that while scarcely any circumstances could induce 
the Convention to weigh the measure of the Bishop’s resignation of the 
exercise of the Episcopal office, under existing circumstances they 
would deem it wholly inadmissible. The strong confidence which is 
cherished in the Doicese in his eminent qualifications for usefulness, 
the high and grateful esteem for his past ministrations and the affec- 
honate attachment to his person—all combine to awaken in the Con- 
vention a lively sympathy in the long continued impairment of his 
health, and cause them anxiously to consider the best means of afford- 
ing him effectual relief. 

‘Second, for this purpose they would respectfully request the Bishop 
to suspend his Episcopal duties until the next Annual Convention ; and 
during that period to solicit from such of his Brethren as can be con- 
veniently called in, the aid which the State of the Diocese may require, 
er ey, expense of which services the diocese may be regarded as 
laDie, 

“Third, that the Bishop be requested with the concurrence of his 
medical advisers, to resort to a longer voyage than that which he has 
already taken ; prolonging his absence, if it should seem expedient, 
beyond the period already alluded to. 

‘“ In conclusion, the Convention trust that the Bishop will be assured 
of the fervent prayers of the Church in his behalf, and of their sanguine 
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128 Religious Intelligence. (July, 


hopes that the repose from his many cares and labors will be blessed, 
by the Author of every mercy, to result in his restoration to health, and 
to his accustomed usefulness to the Church of Curist.” 

The following response to these resolutions was received : 


“ To the Convention of the Diocese of Maryland : 

“ Beloved Brethren—\ am deeply grateful for the very touching man- 
ner in which you have been pleased toreceive and respond to my sugges- 
tion growing out of the sense of my present insufficiency for the duties of 
my office. It was not at all in my thoughts that your deliberations 
would take the turn they have, still less that such action should be the 
result. [thank you for the proof you have given me, as well of appro- 
val of my poor endeavors to serve you in the Lorp, as of confidence in 
my wish and determination to continue such service to the full extent of 
my ability. I thank you still more for the warm affection which 
breathes in every word of your resolutions. May Gop give me grace, 
in time to come, to deserve so rich a possession! I know not how | 
shall be able to reconcile with existing urgent claims upon my service, 
the measures for relaxation which you so kindly and liberally propose 
toenable me to take. If I can effect them without neglect of duty, 
or injury to the Diocese, I shall consider your recommendation as a 
binding obligation so to do.

ou have filled my heart, by such blessings on our future relations as
